Thff point haj! been made tha' the conven- 
tion system or choofllnn our presidential 
nomlne&s must be a good one U It can produce 
two such men aa Stevenson and Eisenhower. 

That's like saylne that because a broken- 
down, Ill-equipped gun lactory, powered by 
A water wheel and manned by Knomes, turns 
out a gun that will nhoot now and then. It la 
B good /aotory, 

What seems more likely Is that good presi- 
dential material Is chosen In spltp of conven- 
tions and .not because of th em. Witne ss th e 
icveral men who have gone lo IHe White 
House to live for four years with little more 
to recommend them than that they were 
ready and willing. 

And what about the Impression made by 
' the farclally frivolous aspects of a convention 
on B television audience of voters who are 
attentive mainly to the serious buslqeu of 
choosing nominees and platforms? 

The horseplay and time-killing and pulling 
and hauling are something people watching 
A convention will put up with because, up to 
~ now,' those elements bt the proceedings' have 
been accepted as somehow traditional. 
But that acceptance wu before the chilly 
I eye ol television brought to millions of peo- 
' pie, remote from Chicago and personally 
unwarned by Its holiday spirit, what actually 
goes on at a convention. 

Now, a lot of people are wondering If our 
president-making machin ery cou ldn't do 
"wIHTiiome overhauling and modemlzatlon in 
keeping with ttie times, of which the q>lrlt is 
•erious and the byword efficiency. 

If conventions got their Job done in a 
completely open manner — simply, directly, 
tasy to see, and reflecting thoroughly the will 
Of the people, It would be one.thlng. 

But a lot of people left their television sets 
croggUy after Stevenson was nominated, 
wondering Just what happened to Kefauver. 
The last % lot of people knew, the gentleman 
Irom Tenneuee was nicely placed and mov- 
ing weU. Then^the track eayed In. 

Some of lAie touped-up demouitrations for' 
favorite' ions lent an unbecoming carnival 
aspect to a show which at its. best took ot\ at 
times the aspects of a high-grade circus.

The same goes for a lot of the moss-laden 
style of oratory— long on arm waving and 
yelling and short on common sense.

Tha Republican convention had a night- 
time TV rating of only 30 In New York City, 
for Instance, which is poor. "I Love Lucy" 
does better, and it has competition, which for 
the most part the conventions did not.

Biting nalla seemi to comfort the 
children who do It. It would seem 
that they have some Inner distress 
which the habit easea. Many rea- 
sons have been advatKOd for this, 
but without much certainty. Chil- 
dren continue to bite their nails. 
They do this In moments of solitude, 
that Inner solitude that overtalcei 
u« all at Umes, Why? Who kno^s? 

Nails protect the sensitive finger- 
tips. Those lltUe nerve ends that 
are sprinkled on the tips of the 
fuiBera are very Important to our 
working hands. It la they who tell 
us what' we touch, help us to take 
hold accurately, tcU us when to hold 
on and when to let go. 

When nails are bitten down below 
the safety line, the skin on the fin- 
gertips toughens and we lose that 
sensitive touch so Important In our 
hands. The torn akin about the 
nails ti open to Infection and that 
means very sore fingers: how hand- 
icapped that makes one only the 
afflicted know. 

Then there Is the beauty of the 
hands to consider. Hands express 
the Intelligence of the mind and the 
more cultivated that expreaslon the 
more beautiful the hands. Mind, 
you remember, permeates every 
part of the body and dwells In the 
fingertips, too. How careful, then, 
we should be of those hands and 
thab-tialU. — - - - , - 

Punishing children tof bltlni ttu 
nails Is vseless because the action 
la automatic. Promising rewards is 
equally useleu If the reward is not 
close In time. "Try to keep your 
fingers out of your mouth tintll this 
afternoon and 111 go with you to 
the beauty shop and han thwn 



manicured" m^iy work and It may 
not, but It la v/orth trying. Polished 
nails are not pleasant to the teeth 
and they remind the biter of that 
fact. Manicures do help, 

Personal pride helps too. "You 
wilt bo going to the party next week 
and your hands will show. Do try to 
take care of them" may help. Con- 
stant repetition will surely register 
If It Is done kindly, with loving 
elders tlon. 

In time, most children outgrow 
the habit. They outgrow It because 
the Inner feeling that distressed 
them has been wiped out by experi- 
ence. If we could find what that 
feeling, that need for comlort, 
based on, we could wipe It out i 
er, perhaps. But that we rarely can 
do. 

Meantime, try to make and keep 
this child happy In the affection ' 
her or his family. Keep what nail Is 
left as highly polished as possible.
